The recent convt-ntion of the Socialist party has proven tliat the 
days of mere alrstract proitositions and theories are over as far as the 
Smalist party is concerned. There is virtually no difference in 
Ihrory t>etwet'n the mure intelligent “im|>ossibilitts” and the construc¬ 
tive element in the tarty.

Every great new movenrent in its first inception is by necessity 
iomewhat extreme and fanatical. 

In the first place, every new movement has a queer attraction for 
alt the freaks, cranks and eccentrics of the day.Thev liave their mission. 
They art Ihe refuse gnd at the s.ime time the manure of civiliration. 

Sectjudly. the very fact that the adherents of a new movement are 
few is also apt to make them fanatical and irreconcilable. 

Thus we find. |iarticularly in the south and in the agricultural 
districts of the far west, where 5 sociali<ts are rare and scattered for 
■part, that thev- are very often im|x>6siliilists. 

Eurthennore, a certain amouncialists arc rare and scattered far 
every new movement to succccil. Fanaticism develp|)S heat and energy. 
And a new moveiiicnt, like a ysaing plant, requires heat and energy.

5?o vve ought not to deal loo harshly w ith our iin|Xissibilist com¬ 
rades. Almost all the old Socialists were imtKWsihilists once upon a 
time. 

It was rather refreshing to hear Comrade A. M. Simons, who is 
Kt even a very old comrade, say from the platform in discussing im- 
possibilism that he also “had Ihe measles once." And Comrade Joe 
Wanhope admitted that a few years ago he was an inipossibilist, but 
bad gotten "bravely over it." And there arc many others in the same 
boat. 

But no normal man ought to suffer from measles all his life. 

• • • 

However it is the easiest thing in the world to he an impossibilist. 
It Is an cBLsy thing to learn a few class-conscious phrases and "holy 
words" and rcjicat them on every occasion. To recite half digested 
phrases of laissalle, Marx and Kaiitsky. and to talk about the great 
r-r- revolution that is sure to come. And to do nothing to bring it alx>ut. 

Talk is cheap, especially on a soa[i-box. But it takes money to 
buy bread. 

Our first care must be to strengthen the power of resistance in the 
proletariat and to make the working class a continually growing factor 
m our (lolitical, social and economic life.

Besides, as I-iel 4 cnecht has often rejiealcd. capitalist society will 
have to grotv info the co-operative cominonweallh. fiocialism is sup¬ 
posed to follutt' capitalism as a phase of ciiilizalton, provided we arc 
wise enough and know how to make use of Ihe trend of the economic 
tIevelojHnent—provided we enlarge the political and economic power 
of the working class. 

Otherwise it is also possible that while limiting for a "great catas¬ 
trophe" and for the Messiah—the cata.strophe inay come without a 
Messiah. Instead of Socialism we shall then have barlxirism. 

It is not impossible for capitalist dviliration to zfind up with a 
des|>otic plutocracy and the rule of a golden oligarchy. 

A higher cizilization might not come until the Central Africans 
grow up high enough to be its representatives. . 

We ought to take warning from the lessons of history. The future 
of humanity in no small degree can be learned by a careful persual of 
the fiages of the past. 

Lrt us learn. •

But constructive Socialism means very hard work. 

To no small extent, we have to hew our own path. We have to 
■ppiv the theories of fioHalism to everyday life. We are hampered by 
capitalist institutions, capitalist laws, capitalist courts and capi^ist tra¬ 
ditions. In many instances we have to force Soewmst Ideas into capi¬ 
talist channels. 

It takes strong men. honest men, studious men and far-sighted 
men. And it takes level-headed men. 

a * • 

And in order to succeed, the Socialist party must have them or 
It must .develop them. 

Then we shall have the Socialisl revolution. Whether we nhall get 
It peacefully/or forcibly. I am not prepared to say. But only by Ansi- 
Ing such men can we succeed.

^nd therefore it it a source of great comfort and satisfaction to 
me that the Socialist party of America is developing on these lines. 

While the soap-box orator was still very much in evidence at the 
last convention—especially from the southwest and from the agricol- 
toral regions of the far west—the con.structive element unquestionably 
fbnned the majority of the recait convention. 

This means a new stage in the development of the Socialist party. 
• * • ' 

The convention pledged itself with an overwhelming majority to 
a constructive program, the ao-called “immediate demands." 

It pledged itself against any form of stimulated immigration and 
appointed a commisslaB to investigate the problem of Asiatic immigra¬ 
tion. 

It declared for the public ownership of all the trusts, telegraphs, 
telephones and ail the means of transportation and co mmu nication as. 
the initial steps in the evolution of the socialitation of all ioduatry. 

It laid down in its principlet the maxim that religion is a private 
■fhir—and our party ia purely pcditkal and economic a^ has 

nothing to do with the religioas convictions of a private individtuL 
It practicany in v i ted tbe farmers of the eotnrtry to join our move¬ 
ment and appointed a commission to study the question in order to put 
the Sodalist propaganda among farmers upon a materialistic basTs. 

It dedar^ that we arc in favor of organiaed labor and that we 
■baohstely dtcKnt to dictate (or even to recommend) to the economic 
argasnaatienu what form their erganitaticn is to lake. 

These are the great questions that have been taken up. 

• s • 

But besides these, a great many smaller but hardly less impor¬ 
tant things were considered. For instaiKc, the question of helping 
the unemployed by calling upon- the United States government to use 
the power of eminent domain and also to lend numey on bonds to states 
and oosnmltteei for the purpose of starting public ssoric of all kinds. 
The aboiitkm of the S^te was alto demanded by the convention. 
Woman suffrage was given consideration and active propaganda 
promised. 

Moreover, minor questions of organization were discussed. And 
a plan' waa adopted to put seven natkmal organizers at work in the 
w^ and unorgaiiized southern itates.

The natioual executive committee in fnture is to be elected by 
iLc nationai oommittee inatead of bv. a referaodtim of the par^ — a 
dtann wfaicb may not be to the fiking at very m«ny members.

Did the national convention do a 
wise thing in turning down the 
referendum in the- matter of selec¬ 
tion of a national executive com¬ 
mittee and giving the right of 
selection to the national committee? 
We know that the last election of 
the national executive <x<niniittee 
was in some directions a farce. 


Members were cal.ed on to elect 
from an intermiiut. r list of names, 
many of whom were favorite local 
sons of the mot; tut, nominated 
recldessly by tlK>iJ.;hlIess member¬ 
ships. But this oo-. ’d well be reme¬ 
died by a chanR h the methods oi 
nomination. Oiir jarty stands for 
the referendum, a .o it urges it in 
national affaira, as n to the election 
of United Statea Sen.itors. Was 
the change in odr -ivn ca'-e a \vi.«e 
and a consistent oi.e:

Principles of the Social--Democrats of 
the United States. 


{Adopted at Chicago Coin'cnlion.) 

Human life <lc|>ciids upon food, 
clothing and shelter. Only when 
these arc assured arc frcetlom. cul¬ 
ture and hig'.er human ilcvelopnient 
possible. To prrKliicc fooil, cloth¬ 
ing anil shelter, land and machinery 
are neciled. Ijind by itself ikics nril 
satisfy human nerds. Human lalior 
gets raw materials and food out of 
the soil by creating machinery and 
using it uixm tlie land. Whoever 
has control of land and machinery 
has coiilnol of human lalxir. and 
with it of Iminaii life and liherty. 

Today the machinery and the 
land iiseil for industrial purposes 
are owned by a rapidly decreasing 
minority. So long as machinery is 
simple and easily handled by one 
man, it docs not make its owners so 
jiowcrful tlial they can dominate 
the sources of life of others. Hut 
when machinery lieccimcs more and 
more complex ami expensive, and 
requires for its effective operation 
the organizeil effort of many 
workers, its influence reaches over 
wider and wider circles of life. 
The owners of suth machinery Iie- 
comc the dominant class. 

In proportion as the nnmlier of 
such machine owners compared to 
all other classes decreases, thdr 
power in the nation and in Ihe 
world increases. They bring ever 
larger masses of working people 
under their control, reducing them 
to the point where muscle and brain 
are their only productive property. 
Millions of formerly self-employing 
workers thus became the helpless 
wage slaves of the industrial mas¬ 
ters. 

The more the economic power of 
the ruling class grows, the less u.se- 
ful does It become in the life of the 
nation. The overwhelming bulk of 
the useful work of the nation fall* 
upon the shoulders of the classes 
that either have no other productive 
property but their manual and men¬ 
tal labor power—the wage workers 
—or that have but little land and 
little effective machinery outside of 
their labor power—the small trad¬ 
ers and small fanners. The ruling 
minority is steadily becoming use¬ 
less and parasitic. 

A bitter struggle over the dtv- 
fion of the products of labor i 
waged between the exploiting prop 
ertied classes on tbe one hand ani' 
tbe exploited, propertylaas claM «r 
tbe other. In this strug^ the svage 
working class camict aiqicct ai^ 
qnate relief from any refenn of the 
present order or from the domi¬ 
nant class of society. ’ 

The wage workers are therefore 
the most determincil and irrecon- 


cikifilc antagonist- of the niliiig 
ckass. They are al-* the cl.-i«« which 
suffers itKist from ■' c curse of class 
rule. The fact that a suiall mimlK-i 
of capitalists is p< n-iiilcd to use all 
the country's res-onree- ami social 
tools for their idtiniilual profit, ami 
to make the |>ro<h'rtioii of the nec¬ 
essaries of our liws the object of 
their emupetitive pricale culcriiri«cs 
and sjieculations, is at the bottom 
of all the social evds of our lime. 

In spile of the r-rgaiiization of 
Irust.s, |xK>ls and eonihiiiatioiis, the 
capitalists are powerless to regu¬ 
late production fi-r social ends. Iii- 
duslrics arc largriv ronductcil in a 
(ilanless manner. Through |ieric«lf 
of feverish artivit) the strength and 
health of the wadteu are merci- 
Jc-sslv iimlcrtuineiMU^ during peri¬ 
ods of cn loreed'iqMXie-s the work¬ 
ers arc frequently reduced to siar- 
vatfon. 

Tlie climaxes of this cluiotic sys¬ 
tem of prosliictk'n'are the regularly 
recurring industrial depressions 
and crises whicblwralyzc tlie nation 
every fifteen or Iwnty wars. 

In its mail aiKkrecklcss race for 
profits the capHali-t class is lK>und 
to expliMl the workers to the very 
limit of their endiir.-nice and to s.ic- 
rifire llieir physical, imiral and men¬ 
tal welfare to its own insatiable 
greed. Capitalism keeps the masses 
of workingmen in jKiverty. destitf.- 
tion, [ihysica] exh:ii<s|ion and igno¬ 
rance. It draga tl.eir wives from 
their homes to the mill and factory. 
It snatches their cliildren front the 
playgrounds and Kh' ols and grinds 
their slender bodies and unformeil 
minds into cow tiollars. It wanton¬ 
ly disfigures, maims and kills htln- 
dreds of thottMUds "I tvorkingmen 
annually in on railroads and 

in factories. B ^drives millions of 
workers into ^ ranks of the un- 
empfoyed and n^es large mimliers 
of thein into beggarv. vagrancy and 
all forms of oBe and vice. 

To maintain Sri r rule over their 
fellow men. the ra|>italists must 
keep in their p^ all organs of the 
piiUic powers, ftoblie mind and pub¬ 
lic conscience. They control the 
'dominating pgftir; and, through 
them, the ehietofl public officials. 
They select oalr executives, brilie 
iir legislatttMa'an-.I corrupt our 
-cnirts of jusliet. They own ami 
-ensor the ne^. They sway oiir 
■ducational aMli^ltons. They own 
the nation pnlffii ill and intellec¬ 
tually just aa;W'' own it indu-s- 
irially. 

The stnSglr Ix-tween wage 
workers and eahiiahsts grows ever 
fiercer, and "hi become the only 
vital isniF hobrr the American 
people. Thn sgage-working class. 


therefore, has the iiin-t vital ami 
diriYt inlere-t in aNdishiiig llie 
capilalisl sysleiii. But in almlidiiiig 
the present sy.sieiii, Ihe workiiiguu-ii 
will free u<>l only their own clns-. 
but also all other rias-es of iiiiKlern 
society; The small fanner, who i- 
today exploilccl by large capital 
more indirectly hut ikU less effec¬ 
tively (hail is the wage laborer; Ihe 
siiiail maiuifacttirer and trader, ulio 
is engaged in a dc-|wr3te anil Io»iiig 
struggle for ecoruili.ic mdcporidnic' 
ill Ihe face of the all-coiiqueriiig 
power C'f concent rated capital; and 
even the capitalist himself, who is 
tl)c slave of his wealth raliur tliaii 
its master. The struggle of the 
working class against the caiiit:dis| 
class, white it is a class struggle, i- 
thua at the same tiine a struggle for 
the r-holition of all classes aii l las- 
pri\ lieges. 

The private ownership of tlie 
land and means of prodiictioii used 
for exploitation, is the rock iii- ;i 
which cla-- rule is htiill; |X<litiraI 
goveminciil is its indispensable in- 
slnimciit. The wage-workers can¬ 
not be freed from exploitation with¬ 
out conquering the political (low-c-r 
and snlisiiliiling crdleclive and drin- 
oeratie admiiiistrnlion for private 
ou-iiersliip of the land amt the 
means of presliiction used for' ex- 
ploitatiim. 

The ba.sis for such transforma¬ 
tion is rapidly developing within 
the very bosom of present capitalist 
society. The factory system, with 
its immense machinery and minute 
division of latior, is rapidly destroy¬ 
ing all vestiges of individual pro¬ 
duction in manufacture. Modern 
prmlnction is already very largols 
a collective and social pris-'css. wliile 
the great trusts amt monojxilies 
which have ipning up in recent 
years have had Ihe effesrt of organ¬ 
izing the work and manageiiicnt of 
some of our main industries on 1 
national .scale, amt fitting them for 
national use and operation. 

In the Mniggle for freeiloei the 
interests of the workers of all na¬ 
tions are idcnliral. The struggle 
is not only national, but interna¬ 
tional. It embraces the world ^nrl 
will be carried to ultimate victorv 
by tkc united workers of tlie 
world. 

To unite the workerr of the na 
tion and their allies and synipathi/- 
ers of ill other classes to this end. 
is the mission of the Socialist parlv

with (lerverteil tasie<i.'and hlunleti sensilitlities, wlnse instincts are 1^ 
liiglier Ilian the grceil for gold or the gratification Of'tlie animal appe¬ 
tites. who arc iiicaiable of enjoying or appreebtirqf music, or art, or 
literature, or the beauties of nature, or the love and esteem of tlicir fel¬ 
lows. or the kifiy ideals of justice and mercy and truth? These persons 
are dead to alt appreciation of the joy there will be to live when all 
lave an opixiriiinity to liccomc educated, and are properly fei} and 
clotlied, ami when all will lie willing In help beautify the earth, ami 
make it a fit dwelling place for man. These persons who viobtc these 
laws of the rrlatioii of man to man as tanglit by Oirist. have such liar- 
dened natures that they arc uimioved hy liuiiuut suffering, while their 
own lives arc civn-iiiiied by Inst, hatred, envy, jealousy anil greed. Such 
is the |icnalty wc pay for our vkibtion of the bws of human solidarity. 

Some lllastrations. 

A few concrete illiisiratioiis will serve to convey tlie. idea more 
clearly. 

.A judge ill instructing a jui y on a noted peonage case points out 
that Ihe nan wIhi Imlds aiKitlior in subjection and slavery not only de¬ 
stroy!. the manluKxl. the courage, and every noble virtue in his victim, 
liut at ilie sank* time liecomes imbnited. and soulless hiin.self, incapable 
of mercy, or coiniassiun, or of any nolile or lofty viriiie. 

The tliristiaii and temperance people of a certain city were mak¬ 
ing a dcyieratc fight to rid the place of the saloon and of the liquor 
traffic, 'rhey were defeated at the ballot-box becacx the votM of tlie 
lower cl.as,»es, and those who made their living out of the business could 
lie Uiuglit for one or two dollars each. These lowi r classes were In 
ignorance and |xiverty. and one or two ikilbrs foctbcii vote meant more 
to tlu-m tlan the saving of an entire city front intc iqicrance and de- 
lanchcry. N’.iw who was to blame for this fact?. I'licse cbs.ses were 
what they were, not by choice, hut liecanse tliey had l*cn iruile so by 
■^iviety. and hy the system iiiuler which they wore.Iiviiig.'and when so¬ 
ciety logins to sec ilij cfTccI iqKm itself of a I4W viob'i-d. its attempt at 
reform wiiltout cunipirir re|>eiitaiice and restrietKM i- a failure. 

In one of .Alpxim Gorky’s brief descriptiolu, entitled. "The Rood 
to Shame,” he tells us of tlic imnishmeiit flat a pea-ml meted out to 
his offending wife tliat was so ferocious in its cmelt) that it must al¬ 
most make the blood of a demon run cold. Now the |>easant is exer¬ 
cising his autlKirity, and meting out what he calb justice. I^hold how 
it is ineasnreil unto him again when he is beaten by liU bndlord until 
near death's dixir, and Ikjw this measuring continues until the Russian 
nation was scourged hy a terrililc war, and its ofHci'd head is in con¬ 
stant danger of hi', life. 

Hut let no one siqipose tiat Japan was the div.iiu-ly appointed re¬ 
venger of the vi-iUtkin of this'bw. Japan was mens'iring. Japan has 
hefore her eyes the full measure that she will soonci or later receive. 
.And let us not excuse (.mrseivcs hy saying flat the Old World, 

and miss the application of this bw here at hoin% 1 was prontpted 
to rebte this hy liearing a person who called hiyit^i a Ghristian say 
of a certain class of Goirs people that tlity were inferior, and should 
lie content to receive such treatment as their stattOMjki life entitled them 
to. By the law first quoted this (icrsoo is making the measure which U 
to he used in rrtiiniing judgment upon himself, (or right above him 
there arc those who are saying of him what lie sait^of this so-called in¬ 
ferior . lass. When, and where, and Imw, is this |^g to end? "^Tiat- 
soevor ye would flat men sbnild do unto vou do y^even so unto them.” 
"With what measure yc mete, it shall be measured,i*r i 1 you." Here is 
the law. we obey it. or lake the consequences. 1 

The niliiig class in Russia has for years met^. niost cruelly to 
those in subjection. The hands of this rla« are staineil with the blood 
of innocents, and the coffers are kept full by raMQpg the people of the 
very necessities of their cxi.'tence. But thb ruUng class has beoi 
measured unto in exactly the same proportion. Press disMtebes tell 
us that Ihe officbls of Russb are simply dying of fright. One promi¬ 
nent general witli tlie drums of both ears destroytsd, is in a state of im¬ 
becile collapse; another with one leg blown off U wa.ting his life in a 
state of melancholy: otliers are (ireparing to leave the coui(try and 
spend the rert of their dajrs in foreign lands; while the Cizar, who per- 
ststed in being called the emperor of a nation of ignoraal; eotncfi 
beasts, rather than living lu a man among men, in true oumndesh^ 
is pimcticAjly spending hu life as a prisoner, ocmllBatly surtosMuled by 
three conok^^ crctcetitt of sentineb. bat even these he can no loMcr 


Here i.s a nation rich w'illi s|
